New rules a positive 
step for cyclists 


I magine for a second 
standing on the side 
of a major Niagara 
road and having a car 
drive past you at nearly 
100 km/h—so close that 
you feel like you have 
to lean away in order to 
not get hit by the car's 
passenger-side mirror. 

For cyclists, vehicles 
passing too close for 
comfort is a constant 
fear. All it takes is 
one distracted driver 
and your life could 
be over or changed 
forever in an instant. 

Thankfully, the 
Ontario Ministry of 
Transportation’s new 
rules that went into 
effect Tuesday are a 
positive step toward 
making cycling safer. 

There are a variety 
of new laws impacting 
cyclists, but the most 
significant is that 
vehicles must now leave 
one metre of space as 
they pass cyclists. 

For the vast majority 
of drivers, thelawwon't 
change anything because 
they already give the 


required space, but it’s 
nice knowing there’s at 
least the threat of a $110 
fine and the loss oftwo 
demerit points for the 
bad apples. 

As someone pointed 
out in an online 
comment about the 
new law though, 
perhaps the rule should 
also go the other way¬ 
forcing cyclists to leave 
one metre of space 
when passing cars. 

The biggest thing 
this would stop is the 
incredibly rude and 
dangerous practise of 
cyclists approaching a 
red light and squeezing 
up to the line between 
the row of stopped cars 
and the curb. 

If a motorcyclist did 
this, there would be 
serious repercussions, 
but somehow cyclists 
think it’s perfectly 
acceptable. 

I’ve said it before, but 
if we want to be treated 
as vehicles, we need to 
act like vehicles, and 
that means stopping 
behind the last stopped 


car or truck at a red 
light and not blowing 
through stop signs. 

The other two big rule 
changes affecting cyclists 
are the requirement to 
have proper lighting on 
bikes (or face a $110 fine) 
and the "dooring law" 
meaning drivers who 
open their doors in front 
of a passing cyclist could 
lose three demerit points 
and face a significant 
fine. For commuters 
or anyone who rides in 
downtown settings, this 
new law is incredibly 
important 

Ontario still has a long 
way to go before it can 
compare to some of the 
world’s best locations 
for cycling, but these 
new rules changes were 
much-needed.

Here in Fort Erie, there is 
an ordinary looking home 
situated at 281 Central Ave. 

might notice individuals and 
families with luggage enter¬ 
ing the home. 

Nothing unusual or note¬ 
ring at this house. Yet, if this 
house could talk, the stories 
about its occupants could be 
compiled into a non-fiction 
book worthy of a bestseller 

This unpretentious older 
home has changed the face 
of Fort Erie. It is an impor¬ 
tant link in our town’s 
history. 

To learn more about it, we 
need to take a trip back in 
time to 1985. A small grass¬ 
roots faith-based group met 
weekly in volunteers’ homes. 
They were praying, reading 
scriptures and trying to 
apply what they read in their 
daily lives. This ecumenical 
group had become active in 
the refugee movement after 

officer alerted them that ref¬ 
ugees arriving at the boarder 
were being turned back. 

At that time, the law 
directed that refugees who 
had no one to receive him or 
her or take responsibility for 
him or her would be sent 
back. 

This group that later 
became known as the Fort 
Erie Interfaith Refugee Com¬ 
mittee included Patrick and 
Lynn Hannigan, Patrick and 
Patricia Anzovino, Bob and 
Charlene Heckman, Betty 


and Gerard Mindorff, John 
and Doris Lapp and Sid and 
HedySurtell. 

The inter-faith committee 
took up the challenge to 

that no refugee would be 
turned away again. 

Some of the members, 
dubbed 'The Bridge Patrol,’ 
were called to the Peace 
Bridge during the day and 
night to pick up refugees and 
provide them with tempo¬ 
rarylodging. 

This usually involved vol¬ 
unteers taking refugees into 
their own homes, placing 
them into a motel or with a

•Especially persistent due to its vigorous root system -can spread 
nearly 10 m from the parent stem and grow through concrete 
and asphalt 

• Known to change river flows, interrupt spawning beds, rip 
through roadways and even threatens foundations of homes 

• Grows in gardens, along roadsides, near old buildings or former 
building sites 

• Once established, exceedingly difficult to control /get rid of 



How to Identify It 

• Stalks grow straight up and can reach as high as 3 metres 

• Stems are round, reddish-purple, smooth and have a 
bamboo-like appearance 

• Big, heart-shaped leaves form in a zigzag pattern along the 
hollow stem. 

• Flowers are cream-coloured that grow vertically from the 
stem in clusters. 

• Fruit is small and white with wings that 
help to disperse 
seeds to new sites 

• Seeds are brown 
and shiny
